DETROIT, Mich., June 10.—The 
Black Legion had an “intelligence 


squad” under orders to burn the 
homes of men they suspected of 
being Communist leaders, Prose- 
cutor Duncan C. McCrea said today 
after questioning of four men held 
here. 

McCrea said the four admitted 
setting fire to the home of William 
F. Mollenhauer in Oakland County 
in August, 1934, and that other 
cases of incendiarism are under in- 
vestigation. 

The four men held are Frank 
Rice and Clarence Frye, automo- 
bile factory employes; Albert Swan- 
son, a meter reader for the Detroit 
City Gas Co., and Roy Hepner, 
painter and decorator. 

They were confronted by Dayton 
Dean, the Black Legion “execution- 
er” in the killing of Charles A. 
Poole. Dean accused Hepner of di- 
recting a Black Legion meeting at 
which he was given 15 lashes for 
lax attendance. 

Carried Naphtha and Rags. 

The Black Legion “intelligence 
squad” was under orders to carry a 
loaded revolver, a can of naphtha 
and a quantity of rags in the cars 
at all times so they could be ready 
to carry out at once orders to burn 
homes of Communist leaders, the 
men told the Prosecutor. 

Another Black Legion squad, re- 
cruited from the “intelligence 
squad,” was the “shock troops,” or- 
ganized to see that the members 
did not waver ‘in their attendance, 
McCrea said. The special squads 
received their orders in code, either 
by note or telegram. 

Because the Mollenhauer fire was 
out of the jurisdiction of Wayne 
County authorities, the four men 
and their statements will be turned 
over to Attorney-General David H. 
Crowley. 

A former member of the Black 
Legion testified yesterday’ that 
members who refused to obey or- 
ders “were given a tongue lashing 
or a beating, and sometimes they 
were bumped off.”

Gulley,

Contradicting Penland’s testimony 
that he was not whipped, but was 
taken from his home and warned 
for not attending Black Legion 
meetings, Gulley voluntarily took 
the stand-in Common Pleas Court 
and told of his own Black Legion 
activities.

Gulley said he turned away from 
the flogging “because I didn’t want 
to see anything like that.” 

“Why did you go and get Pen- 
land?” the Prosecutor asked. “If 
I didn’t the same thing would hap- 
pen to me. Anybody who dis- 
obeyed orders was put on the black 
list.” 

“What was that?’ McCrea asked. 

“Well, anybody put on that list 
was given a tongue lashing or a 
beating, and sometimes they 
bumped him off.” 

“Do you know of your own 
knowledge of anyone who was 
bumped off, as you say,” Judge 
Rubiner interposed. “No, just from 
hearsay,” Gulley replied. 

The six men held for trial on the 
charges are Gulley, Thomas F. Cox, 
Earl <Angstadt, Charles’ King, 
Harold Lawrence and Wilbur Rob- 
inson.

N. Danielian, accountant for the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, told the commission today 
that 5 per cent or the stockholders 
of record of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. owned more 
than 50 per cent of the shares. 
He testified in the commission’s 
investigation of the telephone in- 
dustry that claims of the company 
that persons of small means were 
its chief stockholders were “statis- 


tical legerdemain.” He added that 
stock of the A. T. & T. parent com- 
pany was “concentrated in the 
hands of a relativeiy small per- 
centage of stockholders, principally 
in New York and Massachusetts.” 

He said telephone executives had 
stressed wide ownership of the 
stock in an effort to build “good 
will” of the public and “influence 
legislative committees in Washing- 
ton” and state regulatory bodies. 

Danielian said A. T. & T. had en- 
gaged in a campaign in 1921 to in- 
crease the number of stockholders 
and distribute ownership widely 
throughout the United States. Rec- 
ords 6f. the telephoné company, he 
said, indicated this campaign had 
been a “varying success.” 

Under questioning by Samuel 
Becker, special counsel for the 
commission, he said that of more 
than 600,000 stockholders checked 
last year, 382,000 owned from one 
to ten shares of telephone stock, 
but that this 57.5 per cent of all 
stockholders controlled “less than 
10 per cent” of the total stock. 

He testified philanthropic and 
educational] institutions controlled 
“only 1.12 per cent of the total.” He 
said this analysis was arrived at 
by checking tax exemption certifi- 
cates in connection with this own- 
ership.

The tall, broad-shouldered Sen- 
ator from the Nortnwest, a leader 
in the bonus fight, attacked the ad- 
ministration’s policies and _  de- 
nounced its head, whom he did not 
mention by name, as a man “with- 
out a conscience.” The New Deal, 
he told the 18,000 persons who al- 
most filled the Civic Auditorium, 
“depends on bookworms for prac- 
tical experience and on hookworms 
for energy.” 

This remark brought a sponta- 
neous burst of laughter—the only 
one of the speech—and was fol- 
lowed by ts of “get hot” and 

Delegates Eager for Action. 

After’a day of formalities, which 
held little interest for the delegates, 
and behind-the-scenes maneuver- 
ings, with which most of them had 
little to do, the convention was 
eager for an opportunity to show 
enthusiasm. This was demonstrated 
when Senator Steiwer’s first sen- 
tence, “We meet tonight as the con- 
vention of a great and honorable 
political party,” brought it cheering 
to its feet. 

The “keynote” was sounded under 
difficulties. About half way through 
the speech, the amplifying device 
balked, occasioning a three-minute 
interval, during which the band 
filled in by playing “All My Life.” 
Later, fluttering lights from near 
the roof played on the speaker, mak- 
ing it hard for him to follow his 
manuscript. Still later a shot-like 
report from the part of the hall 
corresponding to the opera house of 
the St. Louis auditorium, far be- 
hind the Senator, broke in on him. 

Senator Steiwer made no mention 
of the proposed states’ rights con- 
stitutional amendment, which is ex- 
pected to be included in the plat- 
form. His only reference to con- 
stitutional change, and a vague one 
at that, came in connection with 
his castigation of the administra- 
tion for having “attempted to effect 


changes by devious procedures that | 
amount to nullification.” He pointed | 
out that the Constitution provides | 


for its own amendment, but he did 
not suggest use of the amending 
process, 
For an “American Deal.” 

Steiwer began by saying that it 
was the business of the convention 
not only to. select a Republican 
candidate for the presidency and to 
approve a platform, but to launch 
a drive “to put an American deal 
into the place now usurped by a 
self-styled ‘New Deal.’" To this 
undertaking he welcomed all vot- 
ers, irrespective of parties. Warn- 
ing the Republicans not to be de- 
ceived by the defeatist talk of “our 
enemies,” he said that the latter 
were “equipped with a monstrous. 
reckless propaganda machine. op- 
erated with taxpayers’ money.” 

The speaker drew a sharp dis. 
tinction—in general terms—be- 
tween the present administration 
and that, which he said, would 
succeed the present administration 
next January. To use his words 
in the place of “a Government with- 
out political morality” the country 
would then have Government en- 
dowed with conscience which “will 
bring us a prosperity not built on 
promise and pretense but built with 
the bricks and mortar of funda- 
mental principles.” This pros- 
perity, he asserted, would not be

Ralph Sinamon Admits Mur- 
der of John Agnitch Sr. 
Rather Than Let Case Go 
to. Jury. 


Ralph Sinamon, 37-year-old unem- 


: ployed stationary engineer, was sen- 
tenced to 


life imprisonment late 
yesterday when he pleaded guilty of 
first-degree murder for the death 
of John Agnitch Sr., rather than let 
the case go to the jury, before which 
an alibi defense had been made. 
Agnitch was fatally shot in an at- 
tempted robbery of a City Ice & 
Fuel Co. branch at 2400 South Ninth 
street. 

Sinamon’s decision to plead guilty 
and accept life imprisonment was 
made after defense counsel had 
failed to obtain a recess to permit 
his examination by alienists, so that 


|an insanity defense might be of- 


fered. Assistant Circuit Attorney 


Henry W. Simpson had asked for 
the death penalty. 

Agnitch, employed at the ice 
house, was shot last July 14. Before 
he died the following day, police 
testified, he viewed Sinamon and said 


he looked like the man who shot | 


him. 
Arrested 10 Blocks Away. 

Sinamon was arrested at Second 
and Dorcas streets, 10 blocks from 
the scene, shortly after the shoot- 
ing, when he was pointed out - by 
Becker, 4215 
Iowa avenue, who had heard the 
shot and had seen him run from the 
ice house. When Patrolman Fred 
Sass went to the plant in response 
to a radio call, they left their auto- 
mobile and accompanied the police- 
man as he cruised about searching 
for the man they had seen. 

When police reached Agnitch he 
held in one hand a strip of cream- 
colored cloth which had been torn 
from the holdup man’s shirt in the 
struggle. When arrested, Sinamon 
wore no shirt but In other respects 
answered the description given »y 
Mr. and Mrs. Becker. 


Sergt. William Wagner testified 
that he fcund a discarded shirt 
near Third and Lynch - streets, 
about two blocks from the point 
at which Sinamon was arrested. 
The strip of cloth held by Agnitch 
matched the shirt, part of which 
had been torn away. 

Detective-Sergeant James Mc- 
Manus told the jury of finding a 
nickel-plated revolver near the 
Place at which Sinamon was ar- 
rested. It contained three loaded 


|and one discharged cartridge. 


Witness Tells of Admission. 


Justice of the Peace Anton Ses- 
tric, as a State’s witness, testified 
that he visited Sinamon at Police 
Headquarters soon after his arrest 
and that the prisoner told him he 
had planned to hold up the ice 
company’s office. He quoted Sina- 
mon as saying “the gun went off’ 
when Agnitch struggled with him. 
Sestric said he had not known Sina- 
mon but that relatives of the man 
asked him to go to headquarters. 
He advised Sinamon to confess. 

Sinamon made a statement to po- 
lice in which he admitted the shoot- 
ing but he later repudiated it, mak- 
ing the usual claim that police had 
beaten him.

Roosevelt's Note. 

Two years went by. On July 5, 
1935, writing to Samuel B. Hill of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, to force the passage of a 
New Deal bill, President Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt said: “I hope 
your committee will not permit 
doubt as to constitutionality, how- 
ever reasonable, to block the sug- 
gested legislation.” 

The Republican party, like 
every other party, is made up of 
fallible human beings. It has 
made mistakes; it is not without 
blame. But thank God no Re- 
publican President has ever so 
violated his constitutional oath by 
calling upon the members of his 
party in Congress to violate theirs.

With _reckless abandon and 
cruel cynicism it has diverted re- 
lief funds to the advancement of 
its partisan cause—all for the 
perpetuation of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

Yes, broken promises are the 
very warp and woof of New Deal- 
ism. Broken promises have all 
but disrupted the orderly proc- 
esses of constitutional govern- 
ment, setting up in their stead a 
vast and burdensome bureaucra- 
cy, ruling by capricious and hys- 
terical executive orders. 

Free competition has been 
throttled and honest enterprise 
intimidated; thrift, frugality and 
industry have been mocked by 
reckless Government squandering 
of the taxpayers’ hard-earned dol- 
lars. All the great primary driv- 
ing forces of American life, all 
our deepest national impulses for 
prosperity and progress, have 
been sacrificed for the sentiment- 
al glamor of the bureaucratic 
boondoggle. 

Under Two Budgets. 

Turn from the platform to the 
candidate. Here are the words 
of candidate Roosevelt spoken at 
Oct. 19, 1932; 


“Taxes are paid in the sweat of 
every man who labors, because 
they are a burden on production 
and can be paid only by produc- 
tion.” And again, in the same 
speech: “Our workers May never 
see a tax bill, but they pay in de- 
ductions from wages, in increased 
cost of what they buy, or (as 
now) in broad cessation of em- 
ployment.” 

Nor is that all. Candidate 
Roosevelt felt very keenly that 
Federal taxes under the Republi- 
can administration were too high. 
Excessive taxes, he explained 
(and I quote his own words), 
“are reflected in idle factories, 
tax-sold farms, and, hence, in 
herds of hungry tramping the 
streets and seeking jobs in vain.” 

These solemn Democratic warn- 
ings were broadcast to tens of mil- 
lions at a time when the expendi- 
tures of the Federal Government 
were running approximately four 
billion dollars a year—and all un- 
der one budget. 

Since the New Deal economizers 
took over the treasury, Federal 
expenditures have averaged a lit- 
tle more than seven and one-half 
billion dollars a year—under two 
budgets. 


Piling Up Deficits. 

Listen again to candidate Roose- 
velt at Pittsburgh on the subjects 
of deficits. He explained it all in 
language very simple and very, 
very clear—language that a 
child might understand. Again I 
quote a Pittsburgh promise: 
“Now the credit of the family de- 
pends chiefly on whether that 
family is living within its income. 
And this is so of the nation. If 
the nation is living within its in- 
come, its credit is good. If, in 
some crisis, it lives beyond its in- 
come for a year or two it can usu- 
ally borrow temporarily on rea- 
sonable terms. But, if, like a 
spendthrift, it throws discretion 
to the winds, is willing to make 
no sacrifice at all in the spending, 
extends its taxing to the limit 
of the people’s power to pay and 
continues to pile up deficits, it is 
on the road to bankruptcy.” 

Now I submit to the American 
people, that that is the grandest 
Pittsburgher of them all. On the 
road to bankruptcy were we? 

When that statement was made 
in the 1932 campaign, the Federal 
debt was $11,000,000,000 less than 
it is today; and it was $15,000,000,- 
000 less than the national debt 
will be next January, when the 
New Dealers complete the Roose- 
velt economy program. 


Eleven Million Unemployed. 


Turn to Sioux City, Ia., where 
Candidate Roosevelt made an- 
other stirring economy speech on 
Sept. 29, 1932. Said he: “I shall 
use this position of high responsi- 
bility to discuss up and down the 
country, in all seasons, at all 
times, the duty of reducing taxes. 

. This I pledge you; and noth- 
ing I have said in this campaign 
transcends in importance this 
covenant with the taxpayers of 
this country.” 

A “covenant,” mind you—a cov- 
enant with the workers of this 
country. And how has the cov- 
enant been fulfilled? Month in 
and month out, for more than 
three years, these happy budget- 
balancers have spent $2 from the 
Treasury for every $1 of Fed- 
eral income. 

They tell us now, “We’ planned 
it that way.” They may have 
planned it all, but three years of 
reckless squandering and polit- 
ical boondoggling have not pro- 
vided jobs for the 11,000,000 un- 
employed. 

They may have planned it all, 
but after three years of “planned 
economy” there are more than 
20,000,000 citizens on relief. 

Such is the economic morass 
from which the Republican party 
is now called to rescue America. 

Demands Economy. 

These three long years have 
demonstrated beyond all question 
that America cannot squander 
her way back to sound and sus- 
tained prosperity. 

They have demonstrated again 
and again that solid recovery

Can this be America, where 
citizens live and breathe only by 
the gracious consent of an am- 
bitious ruler? 

Against this demoralizing reign 
of irresponsible incompetence I 
hear today America’s’ earnest 
prayer for deliverance. 

The voice of all our people calls 
us not merely to oppose another 
political party as in the past, but 
rather to resist the encroach- 
ment of an alien system of capri- 
cious personal government. Shall 
we measure up to this patriotic 
duty before us? I believe we 
shall. We shall resolve again 
“that this nation, under God, 
shall have a new birth of free- 
dom.” 

We rely upon the great heart 
and common sense of the Ameri- 
can people to swing the nation 
back on the true course of its 
great destiny, the course that ex- 
perience has shown, leads to high- 
er and higher standards of living 
for all—a course which, until this 
recent national lunacy was im- 
posed upon us, has been for more 
than a century the envy and the 
hope of all the peoples of the 
world. This precious light of 
American freedom must not fail. 

This convention beckons Amer- 
ica forward—forward in the paths 
of orderly progress under law.

Board Votes to Change 10 Pct. 
Cut to 6 Pct. Next Fiscal 
Year. 


Approving a recommendation of 
its Finance Committee last night, 
the Board of Education changed the 
reduction of salaries of school em- 
ployes for the next fiscal year from 
10 per cent to 6 per céht. 

The restoration of 4 per cent will 
cost the board about $350,000 for the 
year starting July 1. It will apply 
to all employes, except those paid 
less than $1400 a year, and building 
department union workers. Execu- 
tive officers, whose acceptance of 
pay reduction is voluntary, will re- 
ceive the same proportionate resto- 
ration. 

For the last four years the 10 
per cent has been effective, above 
a minimum of $1300 for the last 
year and of $1200 previously. The 
board's action was on a direct pro- 
posal of the Finance Committee, 
rather than on a resolution intro- 
duced last month by Henry P. 
Schroeder, calling for full restora- 
tion of the 10 per cent. 

Toxoid Requirement Urged. 

Administration of diphtheria tox- 
oid for all school children would be 
required under a resolution intro- 
duced last night by Dr. David C. 
Todd, a physician, which, under the 
rules, was laid over for a month. 

On recommendation of Building 
Commissioner George W. Sanger, 
the board provided a promotion for 
Philip C. Brante, abolishing his old 
job of superintendent of custodians 
and creating for him a place as one 
of three assistants to the commis- 
sioner, with added duties to be as- 
signed by Sanger. The change in- 
volved an increase in basic salary 
from $4000 to $5000. 

Request for More Teachers. 

The board received, without ac- 
tion, a formal request from the 
Grade Teachers’ Association for re- 
duction of the number of pupils per 
teacher, which has grown excessive 
in many classes. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Henry J. Gerling has proposed to 
request some additional teachers 
next autumn.

Kamehameha 150 Years Ago First 
to Guarantee Safety for All 
in Islands. 
By the Associated Press. 
HONOLULU, June 10.—Hawaii 


will interrupt its bustling life to- 
morrow for a fleeting glimpse of 
tthe past, honoring the invincible 
Polynesian warrior who, 150 years 
ago, first guaranteed safety for all 
in a land racked by incessant war- 
fare. 

Kahehameha the Great is revered 
by the islanders. Their annual 
commemoration of his deeds will 
have added significance this year, 
designated as the bi-centennial of 
his birth. 

Ancient Hawaiian customs will 
be stirred alive to link modern 
mechanized Hawaii with the super- 
stition-ridden islands that Kameha- 
meha conquered and-unified in 1795. 

Only in the most remote corners 
of the territory today are there 
evidences of the land Kamehameha 
knew. The outrigger war canoes 


that he rode to glory, the games of 
skill, the spears and shields of war- 
fare and the brass shacks mostly 
are gone; with them have gone the 
colorful customs and court pagean- 
try that marked the island king- 
dom. 

They will be re-created in part 
for the bi-centennial. Kings will 
live again in impersonations. Songs 


and dances, some revived from the 
memories of aged Hawaiians, will 
furnish royal entertainment for a 
court composed of the islands’ fair- 
est Polynesian girls. 

Thousands will march through 
the heart of downtown Honolulu in 
homage to the warrior. Even a 
warm sun cannot keep away the 
faithful, many of whom, now old, 
have joined similar parades for 
years. Each will carry a flower 
lei to drape across Kamehameha’s 
statue, guarding the modern ju- 
diciary building. 

Hawaiian students have prac- 
ticed steadily to master the neg- 
lected games of their forefathers 
for a territorial tournament in 
spear fencing, bowling with stones,

We do not meet 
as partisans, but as patriotic 
Americans, solemnly determined 
to proceed in the American way 
to launch a campaign to restore 
America to the American people.

| Ow Economic System 


A primary function of our 
Government is to keep open the 
way to employment at wages 
Which will provide an increas- 
tnely higher Standard of living. 


They have all 
been tried and found worthless, 
for they have only made worse 
the disease they set out to cure. 
That could not be otherwise, for 
this administration has never di- 
agnosed the disease they said they 
could cure. Like the leeches of 
old, they have bled a patient who 
was already suffering from loss 
of blood. 

Let us see how we as a nation 
earn our living. In 1930 the per- 
centage of our people engaged in 
agriculture was ibout 22 and in 
industry was about 32. The other 
46 per cent ga’nfully employed 
were in the service occupations 
and dependent upon the two great 
pillars, agriculture and -industry. 
If the workers and the owners in 
agriculture and wm industry can 
mutually exchange man hours of 
labor on a proper level, their ca- 
pacity to consume is poundless. 
The servicing of their wants 
brings into profitable employment 
the great army who do not pro- 
duce goods, but who produce ser- 
vices, and who are as necessary 
as those who produce goods. Au- 
tomobiles would not be of much 
use without gas stations. 

The principle of balance _ to 
which I have. referred extends 
throughout the American system 
of economics. The ideals of both 
the great political parties have 
always had to do with finding 
ways and means to make _ that 
system work more perfectly. Our 
parties have differed as to these 
Ways and means, but never un- 
til March, 1933, has an adminis- 
tration elected to preserve and de- 
velop the American system tried, 
by the autocratic use of its ex- 
ecutive power, to abolish the very 
system that it had sworn to con- 
serve. And no administration 
has ever before pretended that 
destruction was reform. 

Our system has not worked per- 
fectly, but it has provided more 
for the man who works than has 
any other system the world has 
ever known, and the chief reason 
for the present unemployment in 
this country is the blocking of the 
progress of the American system 
by trying out plans and ideas bor- 
rowed from the poverty econom- 
ics of Europe ana resorted to by 
this administration in a frantic 
effort to catch the applause of 
the people. We propose to restore 
the balance that makes jobs. 


The.American system as_ ad- 
ministered by the two great po- 
litical parties between 1910 and 
1929 brought the average annual 
earnings of wage and _ salaried 
workers in industry actually em- 
ployed from $670 to $1520 a year. 
The same period saw the average 
annual gross agricultural income 
per person actually employed 
raised from $750 to $1570 a year. 
Or, to put it another way, in 1910 
it took a year’s work to buy an 
automobile, but in 1929 it took 
only half a year’s work. In con- 
sequence, where in 1910 we had 
less than half a million passenger 
cars, in 1929 we had more than 
twenty-three million. 

That is the period which the 
New Dealers contemptuously re- 
fer to as the era of tooth and 
claw. There could be no better 
testimony of the strength of the 
American system and to the char- 
acter of the American people 
than that it has been able to sus- 
tain the orgy of the New Deal. 
The people have created wealth 
faster than a profligate govern- 
ment could squander it.

simple statement of 
them: 

(1) Our Government must pro- 
vide an honest money and bank- 
ing system which will permit the 
free and uninterrupted exchange 
of wealth and will not be subject 
to the sinister control of any 
group. Whether the group be poli- 
ticians in Washington or specu- 
lators in Wall Street the canse- 
quences to the public are the 
Same. The money system must 
not be any man’s toy. 

(2) Our Government is a vast 
business enterprise. But it is not 
run as a business. Had the people 
understood the relation of Gov- 
ernment finance to the national 
Wealth and to the income and 
outgo of the people, there would 
have been no New Deal. 


(3) Foreign trade may create 


either an asset or a liability. If | 


we import goods which could be 
made or grown at home, we de- 
prive American workers or farm- 
ers of the opportunity to earn 
livelihoods, and break down the 
American standards of living and 
thus compel a dependence upon 
foreign sources of supply. Such 
dependence cripples us in peace 
and renders us helpless in war. 
In effect there is no difference 
between receiving goods made by 
pauper labor and receiving the 
pauper labor itself. 

(4) Agriculture's prosperity te 
fundamental to the prosperity 


of the nation, and farm income 


must be kept in balance with in- 
dustrial income. 
(5) Ours is an economy of 
profit and loss. It cannot thrive 
without both. Law or regulation 
to guard against the losses in- 
evitable in competition freezes in- 
dustry and prevents progress. 


(6) Government regimentation 
of business works to destroy busi- 
ness. Business half-slave, half- 
free, cannot pay adequate wages 
or adequate profits and cannot 
adequately serve the consumer. 
The direct competition of Govern- 
ment in business uses the money 
of all the people tc destroy the 
property of a part of the people. 

(7) A dollar primarily belongs 
to the man who earns it. Tax- 
ation is a seizure of purchasing 
power from the hands of its own- 
er. Taxation to support a vast 
bureaucracy billets bureaucrats 
on every family and curtails the 
ability of that family to provide 
for itself. 


(8) Under the American sys- 
tem, it is the business of govern- 
ment to govern according to the 
will of the people a expressed in 
the laws. No one can excuse the 
bureaucrats’ use of taxpayers’ 
money to write laws and to buy 
propaganda in order to force 
these same laws on the people. 

(9) Our nation owes to our peo- 
ple the duty to take advantage of 
our fortunate geographical posi- 
tion and to avoid all foreign en- 
tanglements.

Wicked Practices 


Real Liberalism 


Are these views liberal or are 
they conservative? I must answer 
by asking what the word “liberal” 
means, If it means jumping up 
and down and not getting any- 
where, the principles are not lib- 
eral. If liberal means pressing 
forward on the facts and prom- 
ising only what can be performed, 
then the principles are liberal. 
Whether liberal or conservative, 
these are among the principles by 
which the spectacular progress of 
this nation has been achieved. 


Let us review the record of the 
New Deal in the light of these 
principles. At the sackson din- 
ner in Washington, the New Deal 
candidate asserted that the basic 
issue in this campaign is the re- 
tention of popular government. 
We agree. But we do not agree 
that the ‘people’s government is 
retained under a system headed 
by a New Deal Caesar. An ad- 
ministration in which substantial- 
ly all power is concentrated in 
one branch is not in kéeping with 
the principles of popular govern- 
ment. The contrary is true. The 
New Deal and its candidate are 
alike destructive of the basic es- 
sentials of popular government. 
You and I know, and all should 
kno v, that the security of our 
liberties and economic opportuni- 
ties demands that the constitu- 
tional balance of the American 
Government shall be restored. 


The New Deal has driven a 
wedge between what it calls the 
“underprivijleged” and the busi- 
ness man, the professional man 
and the producer. To strengthen 
its political hold, it has adopted 
the un-American attitude of set- 
ting class against class. It asserts 
that it has driven the “money 
changers” from the _ tempie. 
Where are these money chang- 
ers? They are still in the tem- 
ple. For the present administra- 
tion, by its tax bills, has tried to 
abolish thrift in business and to 
put every concert, big or little, 
inte the hands of money lenders. 
Indeed, the only business suc- 
cessfully fostered by this admin- 
istration has been the debt busi- 
ness. That has prospered. 


It promised to preserve the 
merit system in Government serv- 
ice, yet every day brings an ac- 
cretion of New Deal spoilsmen to 
the federal payroll. Fine public 
servants have been ruthlessly re- 
placed by favorites, and the Gov- 
ernment today is literally the 
worst, most conscienceless em- 
ployer in the land. 


The New Deal pretends it would 
protect American interests, yet 
harbors aliens who are not en- 
titled to remain in America, but 
are permitted to remain and who 
compete with the American work- 
ing man, increase the cost of our 
struggle against crime and add to 
our relief burden. It coddles agi- 
tators and encourages the pur- 
veyors of unrest at a time when 
the nation needs a firm and dig- 
nified leadership. Not content to 
employ professors and theorists 
as economic advisers, the New 
Deal has placed the affairs of 
Government in their hands. It 
depends on bookworms for prac- 
tical experience and on hook- 
worms for energy. It renounced 
the purposes and ideals of the 
great party whose name it bears 
and threw away the opportunity 
for service which that party long 
had sought. 


but it will make sure that public 
funds voted to feed hungry 
mouths will be used for that pur- 
pose and will not be employed 
for the enrichment of political 
straphangers. The money pro- 
vided for work relief is not the 
personal gift of any politician, 
but is the money of the people of 
the United States. Every consid- 
eration of decency in politics con- 
demns the politician who would 
make private or partisan use of 
the distribution of the people’s 
money. If the Salvation Army 
had used its good works to build 
a political organization, as was 
done by the New Deal army, it 
could have claimed the whole 
world—not merely the 48 states 
claimed by Farley.

False Humanitarianism 


Price of Bureaucracy 


Centralization of power is the 
Siamese twin of bureaucracy. Ex- 
pensive and arbitrary, its supreme 
evil is greed for money and pow- 
er. History shows that central- 
ized autocracy invariably seeks 
to build itself greater and strong- 
er on the ruins of the people’s lib- 
erties. It reaches for control of 
the education of children and the 
formation of thought, and final- 
ly all human rights, tncluding re- 
ligious freedom, must yield to its 
tyranny. 

When a Chief Executive finds 
unconstitutional concentration of 
power in himself, he should exer- 
cise his constitutional power to 
recommend that Congress take 
back its authority. This wholesale 
recommendation will be made in 


The New Deal propagandists 
boast of its humanitarian purpose 
and support this boast by point- 
ing to federal aid of those in dis- 
tress. Such aid was and is an 
obvious duty of a civilized nation. 
But the irony of it is that the 
administration made only one 
gesture of a permanent character 
toward fulfilling its pledge to bal- 
ance the federal budget. That 
was an act to reduce compensa- 
tion and to withhold hospitaliza- 
tion from the disabled veterans 
of our wars, while at the same 
time the New Deal planned lavish 
spending for other purposes. In 
order to trap congressional sup- 
port for its bill, it pretended that 
it would deal justly with the vet- 
erans and that it would continue 
a program of genuine economy. 
The poor and the maimed who 
suffered the administration's in- 
gratitude are far from convinced 
that it was actuated by humani- 
tarian purposes. 


Politician Against Poor 


Their program of aid to the dis- 
tressed is further condemned for 
its abuse of great national pur- 
pose in order to serve the venal 
desires of New Deal politicians. 
This has been characterized as 
the “poison of politics in the 
bread of relief.” Reform in the 
methods of relief will result in 
more relief to the destitute at 
less cost to the taxpayer. 

The Republican party will not 
turn its back on those in distress, 


New Deal politicians tell us that 
prosperity has been returned 
through their efforts. The im- 
provement that has come has 
been largely purchased at the ex- 
pense of the public treasury, and 
we have paid for more prosper- 
ity than we have received. 
Improvement purchased on credit 
is a dear luxury, uncertain to this 
generation—unjust to the next. 
When national resources and 
credit are exhausted, the nation 
will find itself face to face with 
these unpleasant facts: that pur- 
chased business activity is not 
enduring; that our duty to the 
10,000,000 unemployed has not 
been met; and furthermore, that 
the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to provide for those who 
are destitute has been frittered 
away until the nation itself has 
become destitute. 

We remember that the relief 
load is greater than it was be- 
fore Congress provided the Presi- 
dent with a blank check (for 
nearly $5,000,000,000 of our peo- 
ple’s money. 

No informed person will cred- 
it any permanent improvement 
to New Deal policy. On its rec- 
ord it stands convicted of the 
crime of retarding recovery. In 
many foreign nations, where 
there is no New Deal, improve- 
ment has been more marked than 
in the United States. Yet Amer- 
ica is the most virile nation of 
the world, and =possesses the 
greatest natural resources and 
the finest spirit of enterprise. It 
should have led the world in re- 
covery, instead of lagging in 
twentieth place. No hypocritical 
pretense will acauit the New 
Deal on this count. 

The failure of the New Deal 
cannot be attributed to Republi- 
can obstruction. In the begin- 
ning of its administration Re- 
publicans in Congress forgot pol- 
itics in their desire to co-operate. 
The suffering caused by depres- 
sion affected all in authority re- 
gardless of party. In my own 
case I threw aside partisan con- 
siderations and voted for some of 
the temporary measures to meet 
the emergency. In varying de- 
grees we subordinated our per- 
sonal and partisan views to sup- 
port the national program. At a 
later time we were forced to con- 
clude that the administration’s 
design was to convert these tem- 
porary stop-gap laws into per- 
manent policy and thus remodel 
the whole life of the nation. This 
design was without mandate 
from the country and is contrary 
to every American conviction 
against autocratic federal author-

ity. We who voted to aid are 
most surely justified in our ef- 
forts to arouse understanding of 
the fact that the administration 
has committed the unpardonable 
sin in seeking to convert its tem- 
porary, emergency program into 
permanent policy, and the fur- 
ther fact that it has not proved 
itself competent to administer the 
authority which it so eagerly ac- 
quired. 


Recovery Retarded 


This is the only administration 
in our history which has delib- 
erately impaired private credit, 
destroyed confidence and intim- 
idated capital. The prudent, ev- 
erywhere, abstain from risk 
which is aggravated by policies 
that harass and destroy. No one 
would advocate reform ahead of 
recovery except the reformers 
who can experiment and exploit 
only when the people are in dis- 
tress. In the fear that if the 
country recovers it will not take 
any more of their reforms, they 
have manufactured furmoil and 
disorder. The patient needs a 
competent physician, not these 
quacks of confusion. Pointing 
the finger of promise toward 
abundance, the New Deal has 
aimed its policies of performance 
in exactly the opposite direction. 
If Noah, in anticipation of the 
flood, had installed an irrigation 
system instead of building the 
ark, his mistake would have been 
no worse than have been the New 
Deal economic blunders. 


Plight of Agriculture 


What has the Administration 
done to agriculture? After three 
long years of complete control of 
every branch of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, they have failed to pro- 
vide a permanent farm program. 
Farm income in 1935, including 
the Government checks, was $3,- 
000,000,000 less than in the ’20s. 

They made worse the Triple-A 
program by maladministration— 
by making food costly and scarce. 
When the law was held invalid 
they wholly ignored the Supreme 
Court and shifted hysterically to 
a stopgap measure called the Soil 
Conservation Act. Under this act 
they continue .temporarily the 
regulation of production which 
has been held unconstitutional. 
This makeshift is a manifest ef- 
fort to deceive the farmer. The 
fact is the Administration has no 
program, and when this act is 
also held unconstitutional an im- 
potent New Deal will be flounder- 
ing helplessly together with the 
farmer whom they seek to de- 
ceive. 

Our producers, entitled to com- 
plete possession of the American 
market, have seen that market 
delivered to aliens. The agricul- 
tural area removed from produc- 
tion in our country is estimated 


at 36,000,000 acres, and it is fur- /{ 
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pose to destroy the opportunity 
of our citizens by giving up this 
protection. There is always need 
for reform. But what has the 
incumbent administration done ig 
connection with its pledge 


ther estimated that the increased 
importations of agricultural pro- 
ducts into our country require for 
their production about the same 
number of acres. As our home 
markets were being invaded by 
foreign producers, our farmers 
were, at the same time, losing a 
portion of their markets in for- 
eign lands. 


Our great domestic markets 
should be restored to the Amer- 
ican farmer—in full. The prob- 
lem of surpluses which glut the 
domestic market must be solved. 
We should consider the case of 
export crops where tariff protec- 
tion is ineffective. The scienti- 
fic development of industrial uses 
for the products of agriculture 
opens a wide field which has been 
blocked by the present adminis- 
tration. The greatest help for 
agriculture would be a national 
administration which would re- 
build the great American market 
by policies assuring the re-em- 
ploy:nent of the 10 million unem- 
ployed. The farm problem must 
and will be met, without viola- 
tion of the Constitution, without 
regimentation, without burden- 
some taxes, and without any pro- 
gram of curtailment or ruthless 
destruction of food needed in a 
hungry world.

This law permits agreements to 
be made in secret, and without 
consultation with the American 
interests affected, and without 
fair opportunity to protect those 
interests. It establishes a dicta. 
torship over our domestic econ- 
omy. It clothes the New Deal 
with authority to reward one sec.

One of the fundamentals of es- 
tablished national policy is tariff 
protection of efficient American 
production. America does not pro- 
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on articles which they de- 
sired to import into their coun- 
tries, whereas the administra- 
tion's pretended “good neighbor” 

icy has resulted in American 
reductions of duty in agricultur- 
sj, dairy and forest products of 
gwhich we already had a surplus. 
The net result is a downward re- 
vision of the tariff which has se- 
rously impaired our American 
system of protection. For the 
gake of our people, we must real- 
ize that the administration's 
wishful hope to rescue the world 
st our expense has injured Amer- 
jan industries and agriculture 
and added to unemployment, des- 
titution and want. 

The combined effort of reck- 
less and uninformed trade agree- 
ments plus the administration's 
monetary policies are fast putting 
eur nation under foreign control. 
The devaluation of the dollar, 
combined with the purchase of 
gold at $35 an ounce, has given 
to foreigners in gold-standard 
countries a bargain rate on 
America. They have sold us gold 
to the extent of nearly three bil- 
lion dollars. With the proceeds 
the foreigners have bought our 
securities, have taken back their 
own defaulted securities at a dis- 
count, and although we were a 
creditor nation, we are in fact 
probably now a debtor nation. 
And the New Dealers have not 
found it out. 
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The Way Out 


To preserve our country we 
must. get into the American 
stride again. One way to do it is 
to rid every administrative post 
of the political opportunists who 
now distort the policies of our 
government. Our basic law was 
framed by far-seeing patriots who 
sought improvement by every 
‘honorable means. To permit 
change and expansion, opportun- 
ity for amendment was provided 
in the Constitution itself. But

Another way to regain our 
American stride is to reduce 
forthwith the size of the Federal 
Government and to. stop its 
wasteful spending.

The New Deal candidate in his 
Baltimore speech of April em- 
ployed the tactics of the Soviet 
Union when he said that flaming 
youth had become a flaming 
question; that the best that 
had been done for youth be- 
fore the depression was not good 
enough then and is not. good 
enough today.

(Sordon'’s Gin 


In 1933 in a message to Con- 
gress, the President used these 
words: 

“For three long years the Fed- 
eral Government has been on the 
road toward bankruptcy.” 

And then he said: 

“Thus we shall have piled up 
an accumulated deficit of five 
billion dollars.” 

That was the accumulation of 
four years. Let us consider the 
accumulation of the last three 
long years. For the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1934, the deficit 
was approximately four billion 
dollars. For the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1935, it was in ex- 
cess of three and a half billion 
dollars. For the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1936, and eliminat- 
ing any requirement for the pay- 
ment of the soldiers’ bonus, the 
deficit is between three and a 
half and four billion dollars. For 
three long years the deficits have 
exceeded those which the Presi- 
dent denounced. For three long 
years we have continued on the 
road toward bankruptcy. Instead 
of an accumulated deficit of five 
billion dollars in four years, we 
have a deficit of approximately 
11 billion dollars in three years 
—but they are three very long 
years. 

During the same period the 
Government spending has gone 
up. Listen to the astounding to- 
tals—for three long years; for 
the fiscal year 1933, approximate- 
ly five billion dollars; for 1934, 
seven billion dollars; for 1935, 
$7,400,000,000; for 1936, $7,600,000,- 
000, and the estimate of the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1937, is 
in excess $8,250,000,000. I ask this 
question—for how long a period 
has the federal defiict exceeded 
that which the President de- 
nounced? For three long years! 
For how long a period has the 
federal spending been kept above 
the seven billion dollar line? 
For three long years... For how 
long a period has the Chief Exel- 
utive called upon the Congress to 
pass a new tax bill increasing the 
tax burden upon a helpless na- 
tion? For three long years. For 
how long have we lived under 


Without doubt the greatest 
need in the life of most of us is 
that the doors of opportunity be 
held open that we may pay the 
obligations which we have as- 
sumed. It is the plain duty of a 
just Government to guarantee 
that those doors shall remain 
open. If we take stock of our 
situation, what do we find? First, 
a people loaded with debt and 
lacking for essential credit. Sec- 
ond, an administration which has 
permitted industries to write 
their own codes into law, has per- 
mitted the fixing of prices and 
has failed to enforce anti-trust 
laws. 


It advocates high costs of pro- 
duction with the resultant high 
prices which prevent people from 
buying. Its theory destroys the 
purchasing power of the people 
and results in under-consump- 
tion. It is the theory of scarci- 
ty. Labor will be employed and 
private debts will be paid only 
if the people are permitted and 
encouraged to produce. The na- 
tion needs new wealth, which 
will be had only through an econ- 
omy based on fair prices, free 
competition and more efficient 
and cheaper distribution. Fixing 
of prices by monopolies and com- 
bines picks the pocket of the buy- 
ing public. 

Here is a worthy issue against 
the blundering fantasies of the 
New Deal. It is the cause of 
economic justice. I urge this 
cause upon the ground that pro- 
tection of the weak is the high- 
est function of government, It 
will make it possible for the small 
business man to develop his en- 
terprise and for the wage earn- 
er to enjoy more of the wealth 
which he creates. 

This discussion leads to the 
ultimate issue of this momen- 
tous campaign. I have talked of 
the public debt, but over and 
above debt is the blighting effect 
of the burden of tax which the 
New Deal lays upon the backs of 
the people. Over and above this 
burden is the threat of inflation 
which lurks in our path a dark- 
er danger—the certainty that this 
road leads only to collapse, and 
to the tragic end of democratic 
institutions. The nation must 


dren a righteous order of free 
opportunity. 

Is the American achievement 
only a memory of a great age, 
to be meditated upon by a de- 
cadent nation? That is the the- 


ory of the old world. It is the 


viewpoint of those who are in 
the President’s councils. This 
European theory presupposes that 
we will create no additional 
wealth, and that we are justi- 
fied in a fight among ourselves 
over the division of the wealth 
already created. 


There is nothing liberal in such 
a theory. On the contrary it is 
in the most sordid sense reac- 
tionary. It shows an utter lack 
of faith in the people and would 
cause them to lose faith in them- 
selves. It assumes that the ray 
of magnificent attainment is end- 
ed, and everywhere that its bale- 
ful clutch lays hand on society it 
freezes the status of men, women 
and children. It is the Old 
World concept upon which castes 
are founded. This devastating 
philosophy restrains every good 
impulse and slams the door of 
opportunity in the face of every 
man who dares to aspire. 


Americans can boast that here- 
tofore, following every depres- 
sion, our people have found the 
impetus to reorganize for greater 
attainment. They have declined 
to regard the country as bank- 
rupt and the Government as a 
‘receiver. They have been free 
to plan the progress which has 
made America great. We must 
make known our purpose: That 
we will renounce this alien view- 
point, and we here and now pro- 
claim the truth that America is 
yet free to build, to create and 
to prosper. We will again force 
recognition of the one great fact: 
That the most priceless privilege 
of citizenship under the Ameri- 
can flag is the right to seek and 
obtain merited reward, unham- 
pered, unrestrained and unafraid. 


And now I ask the simple ques- 
tion—will America live or die? 
And I answer that America will 
live, because the people are firm- 
ly resolved that our nation shall 
not die. When have we ever 
tested the full measure of the 
people’s strength? Not in 1778, 
save by the soldiers whose blood- 
stained tracks were left in the 
snow at Valley Forge. Not in 
1863, except by those who dared 
to charge and those who dared to 
stand at Gettysburg. Nor was it 
tested in full in 1918, except by 
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those who dared to die on the 
fields of France. | 

The full measure and depth of 
a great people's will is unknown, 
even to themselves. The secret 
lies hidden in the omnipotent 
mind of the Creator of all cour- 
age and all resolution. To Him 
let our prayers be offered that 
an aroused America, casting out 
all doubt, will vindicate the faith 
of the Fathers. We shall not fal- 
ter, but in the new found strength 
will hold high, in the splendor of 
a bright dawn, the banner of a 
nation’s liberties.

WORLD MEETING 
ON RECREATION 


St. Louis will be represented at 
the International Recreation Con- 
gress at Hamburg, Germany, in 
August by Frank D. Sullivan, super- 
intendent of the city’s Recreation 
Department. At its regular monthly 
meeting last night, the Central 
Council of the Municipal Athletic 
Association voted to bear half the 
expense of sending Sullivan to the 
Congress, the other half to be born 
by the city. 

A dozen heads of civic recreation 
boards in this country received spe- 
cial invitations to be present at the 
Congress which is held every four 
years in conjunction with the Olym- 
pic Games. In 1928, R. W. Tapper- 
son, then superintendent of the 
recreation department here, was St. 
Louis’ representative at Amsterdam.

RULES CHANGED 
TO GIVE U. S. 
OLYMPIC BOARD 
WIDERLATITUDE 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 


10.—The 


| American Olympic committee took 


steps today to see that all of this 
country’s outstanding athletes get 
their chance to make America’s 
Olympic track and field team. 
Foreseeing the possibility of a 
concentration of special talent in 
one or more of the four semifinal 
tryouts, the A. O. C. liberalized its 
qualifying ‘requirements for the 
final track and field tests on Ran- 
dall’s Island July 11 and 12. 
Winners and runners-up in each 


of the four semifinal trials auto- 
matically will advance to the finals 
of New York, but in addition, the 
Olympic track committee, headed 
by William J. Bingham of Harvard, 
will name eight other athletes for 
each track event and 12 additional 
men for each field competition. 
These extra qualifiers will be 
chosen at large on the basis of per- 
formances in the four semifinal try- 
outs. 
Would Overlook No Bets. 

By permitting itself this latitude, 
Bingham pointed out, the commit- 
tee will be able to make sure that 
the field for the Randall’s Island 
meet will be truly representative. 

In this connection, it was pointed 
out that most of America’s ham- 
mer-throwing talent, for instance, 
is concentrated in New England. 
If six or eight hammer throwers 
should beat 160 feet in the semi- 
find] tryouts in Harvard Stadium, 
the committee will be able to name 
all for the final tryouts. 

Similarly, if half a dozen pole 
vaulters clear 13 feet 10 inches 
in the semifinals at Los Angeles, 
the committee will enter them all at 
Randall’s Island. 

The Los Angeles semifinals as 
well as those at Harvard and Mil- 
waukee will be held June 26-27. 
The fourth semifinal tryouts will 
be the National Collegiate A. A. 
championships at Chicago, June 
19-20. All athletes must compete 
in one of these meets to earn a 
place in the final trials. 

Another Qualifying Opportunity. 

The National A. A. U. champion- 
ships at Princeton, July 3-4, are not 
designated as official Olympic try- 
outs but will serve to qualify any 
outstanding athlete who has not 
previously won His way to the 
finals. 

In previous Olympic years, pro- 
vision has %een made for unusual 
concentration of talent in any one 
section of the country, but never 
previously has the Olympic track 
committee drawn up a flexible qual- 
ifying arrangement similar to that 
now decided upon. \

JACOBS’ OFFER 
TO JOE LOUIS 

FOR A BOUT IN 
FALL REJECTED 


By the Assoctated Press. 


LAKEWOOD, N. J., June *10.— 
There was a strong possibility here 
today that there will be no heavy- 
weight title fight between James J. 
Braddock and Joe Louis this year, 
even if the Brown Bomber defeats 
Max Schmeling in New York, 
June 18. 

The Louis board of strategy, com- 
|posed of Louis and his two man- 
lagers, Julian Black and John Rox- 
‘borough, flatly refused to sign a 
contract with Mike Jacobs for a fall 
fight for two reasons: 

1. The Louis camp wants consid- 
erably more than the ¢hallenger’s 
share of 12% per cent, which Ja- 
cobs offered. 

2. Roxborough and Black are not 
at all anxious for the Bomber to 
appear in one more big show this 
year for income tax reasons. 

Jacobs rushed here with two rep- 
resentatives of Mrs. W. R. Hearst’s 
milk fund, under the auspices of 
which the Louis-Schmeling fight is 
being held and went into a long 
huddle with Roxborough and Black. 


No Break With Jacobs, 

Roxborough and Black hold to the 
theory that they have the biggest 
attraction in the fistic world, and 
they want to cash in on him, Both 
made it plain there is no definite 
break with Jacobs. 

The attitude of Louis’ managers 
is that there is such a thing as Joe 
making too much money in- one 
year. 


They argue there is no point in 
fighting both Schmeling and Brad- 
dock and giving most of their share 
of*the second fight to the Govern- 
ment in income taxes. 

Even should Louis trim Schmel- 
ing and then go on to win the title 
from Braddock, what of it? 

There'll be no one left for the 
Bomber to meet in a big money 
fight next year. Joe would pick up 
$50,000 for indorsements, maybe an- 
other $50,000 from an_ exhibition 
tour and that would be all. 

Bomber Changes Tactics. 

Louis adopted a brand new style 
of tactics as he went through his 
fourteenth workout. Apparently 
the Brown Bomber is convinced 
Schmeling plans to carry the fight 
to him, for he devoted almost half 
of his seven-round drill to holding 
back and deftly evading the reck- 
less, sometimes wild, but always 
well-meant swings of his sparring 
partners. 

Louis stepped two rounds each 
with “Shorty” Ahearn of Newark, 
Young George Godfrey of Baltimore 
and Frankie Simms of. Cleveland, 
then topped off the afternoon with 
one heat against Frank Wotanski 


of Utica, N. Y. 

In the first round of his ~essions 
with Ahearn, Godfrey and Simms, 
the Detroiter kept or the defen- 
sive. All three connected for solid 
rights and lefts. Louis seemed easy 
to hit, but the belts, even those with 
steam behind him, failed to so 
much as make the Bomber flinch. 

It was a different story in the 
second rounds. Then Louis went 
back on the offensive and pum- 
meled the boys around at will. Once 
he failed to pull a punch and all 
but knocked Simms through the 
ropes.

No Prosecution Against Thomas 
Or Others in Budget Leak 


British Attorney-General Says He Will Not 
File Criminal Charges—Debate in 
House of Commons Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 10.—J. H. 
Thomas, the Colonial Secretary, 
who resigned from the cabinet 
when he was accused of disclosing 


budget secrets, faces no criminal 
| prosecution by the British Govern- 
| ment. 

Sir Donald Somervell, Attorney- 
General, announced to the House of 
Commons today he would not in- 
stitute criminal proceedings against 
any of the participants in the bud- 
get leakage scandal. 

The House of Commons, however, 
will debate the scandal tomorrow. 

The Attorney-General made his 
statement in response to questions 
by Clement Richard Attlee, Labor 
party leader. Somervell said he 
considered whether charges should 
be filed under the official secrets 
act, but added: “I have decided 


not to institute criminal proceed- 
ings.” 

A tribunal of inquiry found Thom- 
as had been solely responsible for 
the revelation of secrets contained 
in the Government’s 1936 budget 
prior to its publication. The budget 
increased tea and income taxes and 
speculators operated on the market 
in advance of these increases. 

Prime Minister Baldwin  an- 
nounced that Thomas and Sir Al- 
fred Butt, who was shown to have 
profited by speculation on the tax 
increases, would make statements 
in the House tomorrow. Both 
Thomas and Butt are _ reported 
ready to resign their seats. 

The Communist member, William 
Gallacher, demanded the House 
should decide whether those men- 
tioned in the tribunal report were 
“fit to be members of the House,” 
but he was ruled out of order. 


TALY AGAIN DEFAULTS 
UN ITS DEBT PAYMENT 


Now in Arrears $63,494,000; 
11 Other Nations to Be 
Heard From. 


_By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—lItaly 
joined Great Britain yesterday in 
defaulting again on its semi-annual 
war debt payment to the United 
States, increasing to $63,494,977 the 
amount the Italians are in arrears. 

Augusto Rosso, the Italian Am- 
bassador, formally notified Secre- 
tary of State Hull that his Govern- 
ment regretted its inability at this 
time to offer any new proposals 
looking toward a settlement. 

His communication was in reply 
to the regular note dispatched by 
\the State Department on May 22 
reminding the Italian envoy that 
his country owed a new installment 
of $15,641,593, due next Mouday. 

Eleven other debtor nations are 
to be heard from, but generally ex- 
pectations were that all except Fin- 
land would continue to default. 

Including: the regular semi-an- 
nual payment and installments al- 
ready in arrears, a total of $1,160,- 
| 122,766 will be due the United 
| States from 13 countries on June 
| 15.

ROOSCVELT HELPS 
ARKANSAS OPEN

President and Wife in Hot 
Springs for State Centen- 
nial; Speech at Little 
Rock Late Today.

President Roosevelt came here 
today for a crowded schedule of 
inspection and pageantry prelim- 
inary to his speech ai 6 p. m. to- 
day et Little Rock in commemora- 
tion of Arkansas’ 100th year of 
statehood. The speech will be

Gov. J. M. Futrell of Arkansas 
and Mayor Leo P. McLaughlin of 
Hot Springs and the Arkansas con- 
gressional delegation joined Cen- 
tennial officials in welcoming the 
President. Local officials said this 
was the first visit of a President 
to the national park here in 104 
years. Mrs. Roosevelt joined the 
President at Memphis, Tenn., last 
night. 

Led by a boys’ band and WNa- 
tional Guard troops, the motor pro- 
cession traveled first to the mili- 
tary hospital, where the President 
drove by scores of patients in wheel 
chairs. It then proceeded to the 
Arlington Hotel, where Mr. Roose- 
velt stopped long enough to witness 
a pageant of little “Uncle Sam” and 
“Miss Liberties” put on by school 
children. The United States Marine 
Band played “Hail to the Chief” 
and other airs during the stop op- 
posite a park. 

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
were given ovations as they rode 
through the spa in open cars and 
waved to massed thousands. A 
farmer on a mule said he rode 30 


‘miles out of the mountains “to see 


the President.” Mrs. Roosevelt at- 
tended a breakfast with 500 Arkan- 
sas women at the Arlington Hotel. 

The President will reboard the 
train at Malvern, near here, later 
in the day, following a motor trip to 
Lake Catherine, in the nearby moun- 
tains, for luncheon at the horne of 
Hurvey Couch, ecntennial chair- 
man, and attending an _ old-time 
camp meeting at Rockport. 

Texas Next on Schedule. 

After the speech at Little Rock, 
and dinner at the home of Senator 
Joe Robinson, majority floor lead- 
er, the President will depart for 
Houston, Tex., where he is due to- 
morrow morning for the first of a 
series of historical commemora- 
tions at San Jacinto battlefield. 

Friday morning the President will 
speak before a Texas Centennial 
throng at the Cotton Bowl in Dallas.

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SOVIET COURT TO CONSIDER 
DISSOLUTION OF LAW BOARD 


Proposal Follows Complaint of 
Commission Against 40 Moscow 
Attorneys. 

MOSCOW, June 10.—A charge by 
the permanent Administrative Com- 
mission of the Moscow collegium of 
lawyers that members of the col- 
legium were guilty of anti-Soviet 
declarations bounced back like a 
boomerang today.

TAX MEASURE CONFEREES 
AVOID ALL CONTROVERSY 


Chairman Doughton of House 
Group Says Second Meeting Will 
Be Held Tomorrow. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Con- 
troversial points in the tax bill were 
passed over today at the first meet- 
ing of the House and Senate con- 
ference committees seeking to work 
out a compromise on the legisla- 
tion.

industry has been built up. 

Bootleggers not only sell dope to confirmed addicts, 
but to increase their sales they urge the habit upon 
others. 

No accurate figures are available, but it is the 
opinion of Government inspectors, prison wardens 
and others that the Harrison law, instead of decreas- 
ing the number of addicts, bas had the effect of in-| 
creasing them by giving rise to dope bootlegging. 

Most persons like to think the Harrison law solved 
the narcotic problem in America. It did not do so 
any more than the eighteenth amendment solved the 
liquor problem. 

We hear little about it, because of the highly se- 
cretive nature of addicts and other reasons, but the | 
narcotic problem is a very distressing one, causing | 
untold misery and crime. Some day we shall have | 
to admit the failure of-the Harrison law and make a. 
new attempt to grapple with the dope evil.

In this case, the keynoter was in a very curious 
position. As Senator from Oregon, he voted for 
many of the principal measures of the New Deal 
which he so bitterly denounced last evening, such 
as the NRA, the AAA, the TVA, the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act.

It might be supposed, with such a legislative 
record, he might feel some embarrassment in de- 
nouncing an administration whose lead he had fol- 
lowed.

“centralized autocracy,” but denounced it as such. 
He helped to throw the budget out of balance, but 
nevertheless could accuse the Government of prof- 
ligacy. He warned us against the inflation which he 
voted for. He aided in putting unconstitutional mea- 
sures on the books, but referred to the “crooked lines 
and crooked trick phrases of unconstitutional legis- 
lation.” : 

In respect of his own record, Senator Steiwer’s 
speech was a masterpiece of hypocrisy. 

We read his statement of principles in vain to dis- 
cern the trend of the party’s future policies.

So 
is everybody. He is against high taxes. He is in

Smith was nominated for the Senate just 10 years 
ago, while serving as chairman of the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission by appointment of Len Small.

Samuel Insull, had donated $203,000°to his campaign 
fund. Republican majorities elected him, but he was 
not seated, notwithstanding a vigorous fight on his 
part. He first presented his credentials in December, 
1926, following the death of Senator McKinley, to 
whose seat he had been appointed by Gov. Small. The 
next March, he unsuccessfully sought the seat to 
which he had been elected.

for this purpose. 

Senator McNary is reported to be brush- 
ing up his “three-way” farm plan, and vari- 
ous other members of Congress are working 
on schemes to relieve the farmer at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer. While a great va- 
riety of “plans” will be carefully scrutinized 
at Cleveland before the platform is written, 
suggestions thus far advanced are none too 
promising, 

Of course, the New Deal has made this 
particular problem extremely difficult for 
the G. O. P. Farmers have been trained to 
expect special benefits in one form or. an- 
other. Some of these subsidies and price- 
pegging arrangements will prove very cost- 
ly to agriculture in the long run, as indi- 
cated by the reduced foreign demand for 
American cotton. But temporarily, they 
have put money in the farmer’s pocket, and 
that is supposed to give President Roosevelt 
a great advantage in the election contest. 


The real issue at Cleveland, so far as the 
agriculture plank is concerned, is whether 
the Republican party will attempt to com- 
pete with the New Deal in the distribution 
of subsidies. If so, there will be little 
choice between the farm planks of the re- 
spective parties. For direct subsidies make 
control of production the only alternative 
to disastrous over-production. 

What is even more important, the econ- 
omy program, so much emphasized in Re- 


publican circles, demands the closest scrut- 
iny of all forms of governmental subsidy. 
Once the bars are let down in this field, the 
economy cry becomes meaningless. 

As a variation of the subsidy idea, a 
great deal is being said about the proposed 
two-price system. Some politicians still seem 
to think it would be possible to sell surplus 
crops abroad at low prices made possible 
by use of Government funds, and thus raise 
domestic prices. To curb very similar prac- 
tices, our own Government has just invoked 
“countervailing duties” against a large per- 
centage of German exports. Obviously, for- 
eign countries would promptly take much 
the same action if confronted by the dump- 
ing of American farm surpluses. 


There is no magic formula by which the 
Government can give agriculture a guar- 
anteed assurance of prosperity. Like vari- 
ous other economic groups, the farmers are 
out to get all they can from the Govern- 
ment. But many of their wisest spokesmen 
are thoroughly disillusioned as to the long- 
range desirability of bounties and “abortive 
efforts at Federal control. Intelligent farm- 
ers will be the first to welcome a shift of 
emphasis from deceptive  vote-catching 
schemes to policies that will really help ag- 
riculture to solve its own problems. 

To regain world markets, lower costs of 
production. are a first essential. To secure 
better distribution of commodities in the do- 
mestic market, development of co-operative 
agencies appears to be the most logical 
course. The Government can render inval- 
uable aid by promoting both of these ob- 
jectives. But its efforts in either direction 
would be seriously handicapped by direct 
subsidies which solve no existing problems 
but, on the contrary, create new ones. 


Running Wild in Georgia

lanta police have gone on another rampage. 
They have invoked this ancient statute 
again, and have arrested 18 whites and Ne- 
groes at a workers’ meeting in a private 
home. 

They say they found a copy of the South- 
ern Worker, publication of the Communist 
party in the South, and parts of the Fulton 
Bag Worker, shop paper of the Fulton Bag 
Mills, at the meeting. That, apparently, is 
the sole basis for their action in arresting 
18 persons. 

This newspaper certainly is strongly hos- 
tile to the Communistic thesis, and it ear- 
nestly hopes that Bolshevism will never take 
root in American soil. 

But the sort of thing which its going o ‘in 
Atlanta increases the possibility of Com- 
munism in this country. It arouses’ sym- 
pathy for those arrested and gives the §om- 
munists the much-desire@d opportunity to 
pose as martyrs. 

It is possible that the Georgia Supreme 


Court will reverse Judge Dorsey and up- 
hold the Herndon conviction. If it does, we 
believe the case will be appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court, and that the 
“insurrection law,” enacted in the '60s as a 
protection against slave insurrections, will 
be pronounced unconstitutional. 

The law provides a possible death sen- 
tence for “bringing, introducing or circulat- 
ing within the State any printed or written 
paper, pamphlet or circular for the purpose 
of inciting insurrection, revolt, conspiracy 
or resistance on the part of slaves, Negroes 
or free persons of color.”

out of the mothballs and make it the basis 
for action against Atlantans today is sim- 
ply preposterous. Besides, it is contrary to 
the genius of American institutions, and ex- 
ceedingly bad policy into the bargain. 

There are probably not more than a few 
dozen Communists in the entire State of 
Georgia at the present time, and there won't 
be more than that, unless the authorities 
continue to lose their heads by arresting 
everybody who is found with Communist lit- 
erature in his possession. That would be 
the best possible method of swelling the 
ranks of the radicals. 


“Food of the Gods”

R. O. W. WILLCOX has for some years 
been writing books about the new sci- 


enormous increases in productivity of the 
soil through new technical methods. Some 
of his predictions have been criticised, by 
Secretary Wallace, among other people, 4 
being excessive. 

Striking confirmation of Dr. Willcox’s gen- 
eral theory now comes from California in 
the form of a report by Dr. W. F. Gericke, 
associate plant physiologist of thé University 
of California.. Dr. Gericke has been grow- 
ing tomato plants 15 feet high and tobacco 
20 feet high. He has produced 217 tons of 
tomatoes per acre and has grown 2465 bush- 
els of potatoes—against a United States av- 
erage at present of 116 bushels. Many other 
vegetables have responded similarly. 


Shallow tanks are 
filled with a liquid composed of some 10 
chemicals, all of them readily available in 
|commerce, and this liquid is heated by elec-

Residents in Pernod and Mack- 
lind Vicinity Speak for Bill 
at Hearing. 


Home owners in the vicinity of 


Pernod and Macklind avenue went 


before the Public Safety Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen yes- 
terday, to ask for passage of the 
bill, presented by Alderman Arthur 
Pahl of the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
which would prohibit the opening 
of new clay mines, or resumption 
of work in mines abandoned for 
five years, within the city. The bill 
aiso would apply to quarries. 

M. J. Newport, spokesman for the 
home owners, and John S. Johnson 
and David P. Leahy, real estate 
dealers, argued for passage of the 
bill, aimed particularly against 
operations planned by the Mitchell 
Clay Manufacturing Co. They told 
of the developing of the district for 
residence purposes, and the erec- 
tion, near the supposedly abandoned 
clay mine, of 23 homes costing not 
less than $5000 each. They said the 
mining operations would damage 
the residence tract, and lessen 
taxable values to a greater amount 
than the mining property would 
compensate for. Leahy told of sell- 
ing the residence property, before 
the depression, at $60 a front foot, 
and said he had lost $100,000 by 
shrinkage in values there. 


Speakers for Companies Heard. 

J. M. Baggot of Laclede-Christy 
Fire Clay Co. and Chilton Atkin- 
son, attorney for Blackmer-Post 
Pipe Co., spoke for the clay-mining 
interests. Baggot said clay mining 
was one of the city’s oldest indus- 
tries, and had 2390 workers and a 
$2,500,000 annual payroll—in more 
prosperous times the figures were 
2900 employes and a $3,500,000 pay- 
roll. He said the companies paid 
$1,500,000 a year in taxes, Baggot 
cited court decisions which he held 
showed the company had the legal 
right to use the property for min- 
ing, and said no real estate dealer 
had ever been authorized to repre- 
sent that mining operations had 
been abandoned. 

Atkinson said the clay mining 
companies would rather sell their 
land for residences than to use it 
for mining, but that there was no 
market for the property for resi- 
dence uses. He said the pipe com- 
pany owned a 10-acre tract front- 
ing 1000 feet on Sublette avenue 
and 900 feet on F'yler avenue, where 
there was a valuable deposit of 
plaster clay which the company 
needed to mine.

Fred Fisher, who wrote the lyric 
for “Dardanella,” said the song 
earned more than $1,000,000, but 
Black got only $12,000 because he 
“sold all his rights to it before it 
became a hit.” Black was 45 and a 
native of St. Louis. He toured this 
country and Europe after writing 
“Dardanella,” but later sought work 
as a pianist in cafes, finally open- 
ing his club here. Funeral servces 
will be held Thursday.

DEVIL’S, ISLAND, French Guiana, 
June 10.—Les Isles du Salut Diable, 
Royale and St. Joseph—poke their 
hot noses up out of the green equa- 
torial waters of the South Atlantic, 
a mere 10 miles from the low-lying 
coast of French Guiana.

The political prisoners are treat- 
ed as free men, within the con- 
fines of Ile du Diable, excepting 
during the night, when they are 
locked up. 

Each has his own private cot- 
tage in the double row built on 
either side of the short, palm- 
shaded street, leading up from the 
neat quay. The houses are well 
built of stone and cement. 

There is a living room, about 10 
by 14 feet, which also serves as 
the bedroom; a tiny kitchen with 
stove, and a toilet. There are suf- 
ficient windows, with iron bars 
across them. 

The furniture is sparse and poor, 
| but it meets requirements. 

The authorities provide each 
man with civilian clothes, having 
no prison mark, whereas the ordi- 
nary prisoners wear red and white 
striped cotton suits. A _ political 
prisoner also may wear any clothes 
he can provide for himself—a silk 
hat and morning suit, if he wishes. 

Life imprisonment in the tropics 
being hardly conducive to high mo- 
rale, most of the half dozen go 
about looking like tramps—which 
is their privilege. There is, how- 
ever, one highstepping Chinese from 
Indo-China who keeps himself as 
neatly attired in the blue suit pro- 
vided by the authorities as though 
he ,were headed for the Fifth Ave- 
nue Easter parade. 


No Work Required. 
No political prisoner has to work 


unless he wishes to, the sole re- 
quirement being that he look after 


food. 

From 6 o’clock in the morning 
until 6 at night he is free to do as 
he sees fit. He can visit with his 
comrades, or fish, or read, or write, 
or engage in money producing oc- 
cupations. It is only at night that 
he is locked in his house. 

He gets more coffee and sugar 
than the ordinary prisoner; he has 
fresh meat every day while the 
others generally have canned beef; 
he has pepper, which is not on the 
regular bill of fare. And each day 
he gets half a liter of wine. In 
addition, he may purchase special 
food. 

There is no Dreyfus, no outstand- 
ing character, among the six pris- 
oners. Among them is a rabid 


Communist, and another who de-' 
scribes himself as a pacifist. There | 


is one who is said to have 6500 
francs tucked away, but goes about 
looking like a tramp. 

Prisoners Earn Money. 


Most of the six keep themselves |

pursuits. Fishing is a favorite and 
lucrative pastime.

Thinks Development on Lines 
British Empire Would Give 
Stability. 
By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, England, June 10. 
—A belief that the world should be 
divided into self-contained economic 
blocks was expressed by Sir Samuel 
Hoare, newy appointed first Lord 
of the Admiralty, in a speech at 
Cambridge Union last night. 

It was his first public utterance 
since his return to public life fol- 
lowing his resignation last Decem- 
ber when a storm of public opinion 
broke over him as co-author of the 
Hoare-Laval plan for division of 
Ethiopia. 

“The British Empire’s great and 
self-contained economic unit is 
fdunded on common principles big 
enough for contentment to grow 
up within its borders,” he said. “I 
believe new stability would be given 
the world if other great units were 
similarly developed.” 

Hoare suggested three such blocks 
should be formed—first, . South 
American countries; secondly, the 
United States and Europe along 
lines sketched by the late Aristide 
Briand, former French Premier; 
and third, Soviet Russia.

NEW YORK, June 10.—Realizing 
cropped up in today’s stock market, 


but it met a firm front in the rails, 
scattered utility, merchandise and 
specialty issues. 

The steels were hesitant and a 
few of the tobaccos and alcohols 
pointed lower.

Among the more popular equities, 
a number of which were up a point 
or thereabouts, were Santa Fe, 
Great Northern, New York Central, 
Electric Power & Light, American 
Waterworks, J. C. Penney, Sears 
Roebuck, Montgomery Ward, 
Trans-America, du Pont, J. I. Case, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey and 
Pure Oil. 

The motors dipped early, then 
came back with General Motors 
reaching a point or so higher. Unit- 
ed States Industrial Alcohol, Schen- 
ley, Liggett & Myers “B”, Westing- 
house and American Telephone 
were in arrears most of the session. 
Air Reduction was §inactively 
easier, notwithstanding a 50-cent 
extra declared by the directors. 

Bonds were fairly steady. The 
principal foreign currencies recov- 
ered somewhat in terms of the dol- 
lar.

T was admitted by all parties, 

North included, that the opening 

two bid was pretty bad, so, out- 
side of heartily agreeing with this 
view, I will make no further com- 
ment. But it does appear, since 
North must have realized that he 
had already “pressed” by opening 
with a forcing bid, that he could 
have exercised restraint on the next 
round and not jumped from three 
to five diamonds. South undoubt- 
edly was justified in going to a 
grand slam with his excellent hold- 
ing after North’s terrific show of 
strength. 

West created an immediate prob- 
lem by opening the six of spades. 
And it was on this point that my 
correspondents asked a_ decision: 
Should declarer finesse immediately 
or not? 

My answer was that it depended 
entirely on the bridge personality 
of the West player. There were, of 
course, two distinct lines of play 
possible: one, to finesse the queen 
of spades; the other, to put up dum- 
my’s ace, draw trumps, play three 
rounds of clubs, on the last of 
which South could discard a spade, 
and then (still having a high trump 
entry left in dummy) play the 
queen of spades through East for a 
finesse against the king. I pointed 
out that against some opening lead- 
ers I would adopt the first plan; 
against others, the second. The 
only question to determine was 
whether West was the type of play- 
er to lead boldly away from a king 
into a bid suit, and iif so, 
whether he had chosen this specific 
hand to do it. A difficult problem 
in psychology, I will admit, but cer- 
tainly one that should appeal to 
medical students!

Affects Best 
Type of Pilot 


Strung and Alert.

NEW disease, the direct prod- 
A uct of our whirling new civil- 
ization, is called “aeroneuro- 
sis.” It is found to develop in aero- 
plane pilots after they have flown 
some time. It is 
a condition which 
the medical staffs 
of aeronautic 
companies, as 
well as the army 
medical corps, 
must have con- 
stantly in mind. 

Like all indus- 
trial diseases, it 
has received in 
circles where it 
is prevalent the 
tag name of its 
origin. ‘‘Avia- 
tor’s stomach,” 

“flying stress,” 

“aviator’s neu- 

rasthenia,” are some of the terms 
used. Best of all, and probably 
most descriptive, is “staleness.” 

Its affects the finest type of pil- 
ot, those with a great amount of 
courage, alertness, energy and vi- 
tality. Naturally, if that be true, 
it affects the more nervous con- 
stitution, because the finest pilots 
are necessarily the most high 
strung and alert. 

It develops only after some ex- 
perience in the air. This is appar- 
ent from the fact that only 3 per 
cent of pilots from ages 20-29 de- 
veloped the symptoms, but that 50 
per cent of those from 30-39, and 
57 per cent of those from 40-49 de- 
veloped aeroneurosis. 

I would have thought, on the 
basis of other experiences, ‘that be- 
ing in an aeroplane accident would 
be the precipitating cause, but that 


| does not appear to be the case. 


Pilot Exposed. 


Considering the infinite number 
of things to which a pilot is ex- 
posed, the wonder is not so much 
that the neurosis develops, but that 
any aviators are free from it. Car- 
bon monoxide poisoning, oxygen 
want, speed, barometric pressure 
changes are combined with a num- 
ber of mental factors which in- 
clude the constant bombardment of 
the nerves by loud noises, fear of 
falling, fear of accidents, and fa- 
tigue of the brain centers. I’m sure 
I know exactly how they feel; on 
that fear of falling and fear of ac- 
cidents basis I have aviator’s stom- 
ach myself and I’ve never been up 
but once. | 

The symptoms usually begin with 
some digestive disturbances, espe- 
cially instability of the stomach, 
rumbling and discomfort, or lack 
of appetite. This is followed, some- 
times after as much as a year or 
more, by mental restless instability, 
insomnia and chronic fatigue. 

Economic and- social factors are 
also factors, and it has been said 
so far as treatment is concerned, 
“Nervous disorders are infrequent 
among commercial pilots who re- 
ceive an adequate income.” It is 
possible that more rigid selection 
of pilots, so far as their person- 
ality characteristics are concerned, 
will eliminate these causes in the 
future. 

After the development of aero- 
neurosis, the patients are able to 
return to flying in a certain num- 
ber of cases at the completion of 
treatment. The rest of them have 
-to be retired or relegated to ground 
duty.

It is something new to hear Re- 
publicans harping on states’ rights. 
Stealing a march on the Demo- 
crats agitating an amendment to 
the Constitution, denouncing bu- 
reaucracy. How complete may be 
this right-about-face is exemplified 
in the views and personality of 
Katrina McCormick Barnes. She 
is the daughter of Ruth Hanna 
Simms and the late Medill McCor- 
mick, and the grand-daughter of 
old Mark Hanna, and js indeed a 
revelation of how times may change 
in a generation or so.

This, much to the sur- 
prise of astute party bosses among 
the men delegates, when the votes 
were counted at Tuesday morning’s 
caucus, produced a tie, 14 to 14, for 
both Mrs. Remley and Mrs. Wyeth, 
with Mrs. Gladys B. Stewart of Ava, 
member of the Missouri House of 
Representatives, trailing with two 
votes. 

However, at today’s session, Mrs. 
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MRS. JOHN WYETH. 


Wyeth polled 19 votes and was 
elected. 

Mrs. Wyeth is indeed the antith- 
esis of Mrs. Hocker, tall with a lot 
of graying hair worn in soft waves, 
quiet, but giving the impression of 
much firmness and force in reserve. 
She is absolutely practical stating 
her qualifications for the post’ on 
the ground of experience. 

“T have been active in politics 12 
years in St. Joe, on the State Com- 
mittee eight years, vice-chairman 
from ’30 to ’32 and was delegate-at- 
large to the last convention, and 
have served on all the usual charity 
boards and civic committees, in my 
town,’ she told me. 

She is a wealthy woman, always 
a consideration in the choice of 
a National Committeewoman, 
daughter of a man who started the 
Laclede Gas Co. in St. Louis. How- 
ever, she was born in St. Joseph, 
where her parents settled in 1876 
and where her husband now is own- 
er of a wholesale hardware man- 
ufacturing company and the Blue 
Valley creamery.
